Washington, March 14,—Secretary 
of Labor Davis and John L. Lewis, 
president of the United Mine workers, 
exchanged views today on the threat- 
ening situation in the bituminous coal 
industry, and both were said after 
their conference to be of the opinion 
that a national strike in the union 
fields was inevitable. Mr. Lewis as- 
sured Mr. Davis again of the willing- 
ness of the miners’ union to open ne- 
gotiations for a new national wage 
contract, a proposition which mine 


} operators’ are refusing to entertain. 


Later Mr. Lewis declared the cessa- 
tion of work in the union mines after 
April 1 was “coming about automati- 
cally,” and asserted that “a bold com- 
mercial policy, of the operators for 
which the public must pay” was in

New Orleans, March 14.—At leas 
23 persons were killed and many oth- 
ers were seriously injured as a re- 
sult of a series of storms at places 
reaching proportions of tornadoes, 
which visited isolated sections of 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Arkansas and 
Oklahoma last night and early today. 

The heaviest loss of life reported 
was at Gowan, Okla., a village 15 
miles east of McAlester, where 12 
persons were killed when a tornado 
swept through the foreign section ot 
the village last night. Many others 
were slightly injured. 

Six negroes were 
the storm passed through the 
northeastern section of Jefferson 
county and the southeastern see- 
tion of Lonoke county, Arkansas, 
early today. The storm in this sec 
tion left a trail. of wrecked buildings 
for 20 miles. Several were slightly 
injured here, none seriously.

Property damage here 
is estimated at $100,000. Fifty build-

Baton Rouge, La., and a negro wom- 
an and her child were killed. Four 
others were slightly injured there ear- 
ly today. 

Twenty-five persons were red, a 
number seriously, when the storm 
struck Corinth, Miss., today More 
than 150 homes were leveled. The 
storm swept a path more than 100 
feet wide, razing every building in 
its path. Reports from outlying dis- 
tricts tell of considetable property 
damage. A school building in which 
were 1,000 children barely gacaped the 
path of the storm. 

Houses Destroyed. 

An aged negro man was killed aud 
several negroes were slightly injured, 
a score of houses were destroyed at 
Arkansas City, Ark., early today. 
| ‘Two homes were destroyed and one 
man was injured near Alexandria, 
La., when the storin passed there last 
night. 

Only meager details are availal@e 
from, the sections visited by the storm 
on account of the damage to wire 
communication and it is feared the 
death toll will be greatly increased 
when complete returns are available.

a more delicate drill. It is likewise 
a hand affair, but is considerably 
smaller than the chest drill and came 
on in a much later and probably less 
stern period. This delicate drill 
works on a rachet principle. The drill 
was placed against the tooth and the 
hand, exerting pressure, caused the 
rachet to work and the drill to pene- 
trate the tooth, that ig if the patient 


enough. 

Probably the most primitive of all 
the instruments in the collection is a 
set of “twisters.”” The name accu- 
rately describes the function of the 
weapon. It can hardly be described as 
delicately made. In physical appear- 
ance the “twister” is closély kin to 
the corkscrew, another instrument 
that is rapidly becoming obsolete. 

In the old days, the dentist, who 
was usually a blacksmith or practiced 
some other kindred art, placed the 
“twister” over the affected tooth, al- 
lowed its claw to take a firm and 
enduring hold about the tooth where 
it joins the gum, and then using all 
the leverage in his power, igirly twist- 
ed the tooth from the head, it being 
the custom that the head " generally 
was supposed to remain on the shoul- 
ders during the operativa. 

Then there are later instruments, 
such as elongated forceps that show 
that the dental art was still allied 
with the village smithy and give us 
a glorified respect for the courage and 
endurance of our forebears and the 
physical prowess of the dentists of 
those days. 

One of the pets of the Atlanta- 
Southern’s museum is an ornate set of 
dental instruments of a much later— 
practically a modern period—that ev- 
idently belonged to a dentist of tre- 
mendous wealth and reputation. All 
of his instruments are of hand-carved 
ivory, rhinoseros horn ivory at that. 
The carving is the ast word in dcli- 
cacy, but the instruments could hardly 
be described with that adjective. They 
are unusually large and formidable 
looking, typical instruments of a stern 
and pain-forgetting age, and the fAct 
that brilliant jewels decorate the 
. handles of each one of them 
would hardly encourage a dental pa- 
tient of today in — to the owner 
for his ministrations. The tracery in 
the ivory might be pretty to look at, 
but it was a mighty fine harborage 
for all manner of germs that the 
dentist. of today 80 r guards 


against. 

Pride in C i

Work of constructing the last un- 
finished links in the state highway 
“from Atlanta to the North Carolin 
Aine a few miles north of Blairsville 
is now under way, and by the spring 
of 1923 tourists will be able to make 
: trip from Atlanta to Asheville, 
N. C., over a highway first class in 
every respect ‘and paved a greater 
portion of the way, according to an- 
nouncement made by W. R. Neel, 
state highway engineer. 

Funds for completion of the high- 
way between Cleveland and Blairs- 
ville on the Atlanta-Gainesville route, 
and from Dahlonega to the Union 
«county line on the Atlanta-Cumming- 
Dahlonega route are now available, 
and the work well be completed as 
oon as possible. Under favorable 
conditions Mr. Neel expects both 
routes to be completed in 1923. 

Carolina System. 

The state of North Carolina has 
completed a splendid highway sys- 
tem from Asheville to the Georgia- 
North Carolina line bteween Mürphy, 
N. C., and Blairsvilie, Ga. The Geor- 
gia highway department will have 
completed the highway from Atlanta 
to Cleveland in White county this 
year. The stretch or road from Cleve- 
lend to Blairsville is 26 miles long 
and this will form the final connect- 
‘ing link in the highway system. This 
stretch of the highway circles around 


Blood mountain, one of the highest 
peaks of the Blue Ridge mountains, 
and when completed will pass through 
a section of rare scenic beauty. 

This highway project is one of the 
most important ever attempted by the 
state highway department, according 
to Mr. Neel. The counties of Union, 
Lumpkin and White are co-operating 
‘in the work and are devoting as much 
money as possible to the enterprise. 
State and federgl aid money will be 
‘used also in the work.

The Atianta-Dablo route. duns 
from Atlanta to Keswell; Alpharetta, 
Cumming, Dawsonville and one- 
ga. The Atlanta-Gainesville route 
runs from Atlanta to ‘Decatur, Law- 


ille, and from thence on to 
y will form a single highway. 

The ae in Lum 
and White counties will pass 
a section which is 1,000. fe igh 
than Asheville; N. C. At Blairsville 
the new highway will be crossed by 
a road leading from Rabun county 
to Ellijay and Blue Ridge, which will 
provide a system of roads through 
the Blue Ridge mountains of Geor- 
gia 250 miles in length. These roads 
will traverse what is known as “The 
Little Switzerland of the Seuth,” and 
will afford tourists an opportunity 
for the first time to visit this beau- 
tiful section in their own automo- 
biles in a few hours. Heretofore this 
section has been almost isolated be- 
cause of lack of roads of any kind, 

Atlanta Important Point. 

Atlanta will become an important 
point on the highway as tourists 
from south Georgie and Florida will 
come first to this city to make the 
trip over ithe branch of the high- 
way. It also will place Atlanta\on 
a direct line between Asheville, N. C., 
and Florida and will bring many tour- 
ists here who have heretofore been 
making the trip from North Caroli- 
na to Florida by way of the Atlantic 
seaboard. 

Secretary of State 8. G. McLen- 
don is now working on a plan to have 
a part of the Blue Ridge mountain 
section set aside by the government 
as a national recreational park. The 
government owns hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres of land in northern 
Georgia which it purchased for con- 
servation and park purposes. The 
federal government builds its own 
highways in its national parks, and 
Mr. McLendon is seeking to have 
the government officially declare this 
section a recreational park so that 
federal money will be rvailable for 
road construction and improvement. 
in this region. 

By July 1, 1922, good roads will 
have been completed between At- 
lanta and Dahlonega, both by way of 
Cumming and by way of Gainesville, 
and tourists can reach muny beauti- 
ful spots in the Blue Ridge without 
trouble after July. By the spring 
of 1923 they will be able to make 
the trip over splendid roads all the 
way through to Asheville. 

Mr. Neel said money is now avail- 
able for the work and it will be 
pushed to completion.

Liquor Smuggling 


Case Is 1 
Against Britisher 


Washington, March 14.—Attorney- 
General Daugherty’s instructions that 
roceedings be instituted against the 
British vessel Grace and Ruby held at 
Boston as a liquor smuggler, may en- 
tablish the right of this government 
to seize foreign vessels for violation 
af the prohibition laws even though 
they are beyond the 3-mile limit, it 
was indicated today at the justice de- 
partment. 

The test to be applied at Boston, 
it was explained, was whether the 
Grace and Ruby. which was operating 
4 miles at sea, would be held to have 
been constructively within the 3-mile 
limit because ‘iquor was brought 
ashore in the ship’s own small boats. 

Authority for such a construction 
of a government jurisdiction was said 
to de found in what is known as the 
Russian seal case. In this case, it 
was recalled, the British Columbian 
steamer Araunah was seized by Rus- 
sia in 1888 for taking seals in the 
Rering sea, when she was off Cop- 
per Island, about 6 miles from the 
nenrest land. It appeared in that 
ease that the crew of the steamer 
were carrying on their operations in 
ennoes about a half mile from the 
shore.

Cotton Exchange 


But Bucket Shop, 
Say Ex-Members 


New York, March 14.— Charges 
that the American cotton exchange is 
a huge bucketshop, where actual trad- 
ing is rare and where the southern 
speculator is at the mercy of the New 
York broker, were pens today by for- 
mer members of the exchange. at a 
“John Doe” investigation conducted 
by the district attorney’s office before 
Chief City Magistrate ‘McAdoo. 

Witnesses testified to numerous in- 
stances of “cross trading,” fictitious 
orders, dummy accounts, “scalping,” 
secret manipulation of unrecorded 
sensational advertising 
designed to woo the accounts of small 
speculators in the south and undis- 
guised bucketing of orders. 

W. B. Wilson and J. H. Watson, 
members of the firm of Wilson & Co., 
which was expelled from the ex- 
change last February. 28, on charges 
that they had warned their clients 
against further dealings with the in- 
etitution, were principal witnesses for 
the prosecution. 


Brokers Took Chance. 


„When there was cotton for sale in 
the ring, we made bona fide sales for 
our clients,’ Mr. Wilson testified. 
“But the southerner, who is an op- 
timist about the cottun market, almost 
invariably bought. As a result, there 
seldom was any cotton for sale, and 
brokers simply bucketed' the orders, 
taking a chance on covering them- 
selves when cotton eventually was of- 
fered in the ring.’

“The demand for continuation of the 
present (war time maximum) wage 
scale is in itself economically ludi- 
crous. The present labor cost per ton 
fof coal produced at an Illinois mine 
is almost twice hat is paid for the 
same service in non-union competitive 
fields. As a further manifestation of 
fallacy, comes the demand for a 6- 
hour day and a 5-day week—30 in- 
stead of 48 hours work. Only a 
moment’s thought is required to make 
the result of this demand clear.

It is not, as the public perhaps be- 
lieves, sought to prevent alleged 
abuses by management, but rather to 
give a basis for eollecting a higher 
pay rate for additional time made 
necessary by poor or tard: service 
during the standard period. 

To illustrate: The average actual 
earnings of the total of all grades 
and classifications of day wage men 
in Illinois mines is $6.56 per day. On 
the basis of a 6G-hour day this would 
be at the rate of 81.093 per hour 
for common unskilled labor. If such 
a man worked additional time, he 
would receive $1.64 an hour so that 
a work period of 8 hours, which is 
now the standard day, would cost 
for common labor in the Illinois coal 
fields $9.84 per day; and should such 
help be required for 8 hours on Sun- 
day or a holiday it would cost $18.48 
for common unskilled‘ labor for such

* highest since 1920. Of still greater significance has been the restora- 

* in prices of steel products by the independent companies. These 
readjustments have not represented an advance in the general market 
so much as an end to the cut-throat competition of these companies 
which resulted in several of these concerns selling their: products below 
the cost of produetion. 

Carloadings have also shown an increase, and the first of the Feb- 
ruary reports of earnings of the railroads are showing increases. Of 
the large mail order houses, Montgomery, Ward & Co.’s February sales, 
show an increase of approximately $325,000, and while Sears, Roebuck & 
Co., have picked up somewhat, they have not made quite such favor- 
able showings. However, the five and ten-cent stores, such as Wool- 
worth's, Kreasge, and others, also show increased sales for February. 
These are all indications of the gradual improvement in the business 
situation. 

Railroad equipment companies are likely to be among the fmme- 
diate benéficiaries of this recovery in trade. While there are about 150, 
000 idle cars reported, more than half of these are really unfit for serv- 
ice, so that any increase in railroad traffic will speedily absorb the 
available equipment, necessitating prompt demands upon the equip- 
ment — ter for new rolling stock. 


In Excellent Position.

Washington, Mareh 14.— Wheat was 
king of American agricultural exports 
in 1921. CAS 

An alaysis of the 1921 exports of 
32 of the principal agricultural prod- 
ucts grown in the United States, mude 
publie today by the department of 
agriculture, shows that more’ wheat 
was exported during last year than 
in any preceding year in the history 
of the country and that for the first 
time the export value of wheat and 
wheat flour exceeded the value of cot- 
ton exports. Exports of corn in 1921, 
including corn meal. converted into 


terms of corn, were larger than in 
any year since 1900. Since 1919 the 
eee States has become an exporter 
of rice, 


the exports of 606,059, 
pounds in 1921-being more than 23 
times the average annual rice exports 
in the five-year period 1910-1914. 
The principal agricultural exports 
during 1921 and their declared values 
were: Wheat and wheat flour, $554,- 
000,000 ; cotton. $534,000,000; pork 
and pork products, includin g lard, 
$246,000,000 ; leaf tobacco, $205,000,- 
000; corm and corn meal, $97,000,- 
000; sugar, $49,000,000; rye, 844, 
,000; condensed and evaporated 
milk, $38,000,000; cotton-seed oil, 
$24,000,000; rice, $21,000,000, and 
barley; $21,000,000. 
Increased Exports. 


Exports which showed an increase 
in quantity over 1920 were: Wheat, 
cotton, corn, rice, barley, pork and 
pork products, except bacon; oleo oil, 
cotton-seed oil and cake, refined su- 
gar. green apples, eggs, tobacco, dried 
apples, dried ‘apriects and dried 
prunes. Exports which showed a de- 
crease in quantity were wheat flour, 
rye and rye flour, oats, beef, bacon, 
butter and cheese, condensed milk, po- 
tatoes, hops, dried peaches and 
raisins. 

Wheat. exports totalled 279,949,000 
bushels, as compared with 218,287,- 
000 bushels in 1920, but the value was 
$432,965,000 in 1921, as compared 
with $596,975,000 in 1920, a decrease 
of more than $160,000,000. Exports 
of wheat flour were 16,800,000 bar- 
rels in 1921, with a declared value of 
$117,696,000, as compared with 19,- 
854,000 barrels, valued at $224,472.-

Swindler’s | Wie 
Gains Acquittal 
On Ancient Rule

London, March 14.—Because King 
Ena declared 1,200 years ago that if 
a woman breaks the law in the pres- 
ence of her husband there is la pre- 
sumption of coercion, Mrs. Violet 
Peel, wife of Captain Owen Peel, M. 
C., war hero and confessed swindler, 
stands acquitted of the charge of 
tampering with telegrams to defraud 
London bookmakers. 

Mrs. Peel was freed Tuesday, the 
second day of her trial in the sensa- 
tional case which gave English socie- 
ty one of its most diverting shocks 
since the war. And it was a diction 
handed down to the England of today 
as part of the heritage of wisdom 
from ancient rulers which relieve her 
of responsibility. f 

But Justice Darling, ordering the 
jury to acquit Mrs. Peel, made. it 
plain that this wes a victory grudg- 
ingly conceded by the court and one 


ter of the names involved. 

“It is a melancholy law, not to be 
commended, but to be followed never- 
theless because it is law,” said the 
justice. “We are bound to follow it 
because it is part of the English code. 
But it should not apply to the present 
day development of the modern wom- 
an. It is inappropriate to modern 
life and it is absurd to suppose that 
woman nowadays dares not contradict 
her husband. This law originated with 
King Ena Saxon, ruler in A. D. 688, 
and it was re-enacted in 1017 by 
King Canute.” 

A few minutes after her acquittal 
on the ground of coercion Mrs. Peel 
heard her young and sporty husband 
sentenced to a year in prison upon 
his plea of guilty to the charge. Her 
father and mother, Sir Robert Jardine, 
the famous millionaire turfman and 
Lady Jardine, were in court
